2. The Committee shall meet quarterly under the Chairmanship of the Chief Minister , Haryana. 
In case he is not nresent, one of the members present at the meeting shall preside over it as may be 
mutually agreed upon by the Members present. 

3. The function of the Committee shall be to advise the Chief Minister, Haryana, en general 
policy matters and specific srogrummes. Its meetings will afford a forum foi vintilatiog public 
grievances relating to the Departments for which the Committee has been constituted . Any mattet 
intended to be raised at a meeting of the Committee shall be given due notice of to the Home Secretary 
to Gyvernment of Hiryana at least one month before the date of the meeting at which it is intenced 
to be discussed . 

4. (a ) The travellipg allowance and daily allowance of the members of the Haryana Legislature 
in their ex -officio capacity for attending meetings of the Committee shall be governed by the Punjab 
Legislative Assembly ( Allowances of Members) Act, 1942 , and the rules mide thereur des as in fisce at 
present or my be amanded hereafter . The expenditure on account of travelling allowance ;daily 
allow ince of the Members shall be debited to the sanctioned budget grant of the Pelice Dipartment 
under the head “ 23-Police " . The Travelling Allowance Bills of the Members of the State Legislature 
will be counter signed by the Secretary , Haryana Vidhan Sabha . 

(b ) Members of Parliament shall be paid travelling allowance and daily allowance at the 
rates admissible to Members of the State Legislature appointed in an ex -officio capacity , but less 
One First Class fare for journeys by rail to and fro . 

(c) Non -officials other than M.L.As./M . Ps, at one 1st Class Railway fare plus incidental 
allowance and road mileage as admissible to a ist guage Government emplcyee d . awng a piy of 
Rs. 1,90 ) and Rs. 9.00 /11.25 /13.50 in plains/Hills/Ssecial Hill tacts as Daily Allowance . Tl é cther 
conditions laid down in the Punjab T.A. Rules for government employees will also apply to joui neys 
performed by non - official members except where otherwise provided . 

(d ) The T.A. and D.A. will be admissible to the non - official members (other t’an M.L.As. ) 
on the production of a certificate to the effect that no T.A. in respect of the journey Or D.A. for the 
period mentioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him /her from any 

other official 
Source . 

( e) Travelling Allowance to the Members of the Committee will be allowed from the 
permanent place of residence to ti, e place of the meeting. If however, a membe : attends a meeting 
from a place other than the place of his perto anent residence, Travelling Allowance wi l be all wer to 
him either from the place of his residence or from the place from where he attends the meeting 
whichever is less. 

(f) The T.A. Bi ls of Members of Parliament and non -official membe-s will be enter 
tained by the Police Department (iect. The Inspecto -General of Police, Haryana , shall be the 
controlling officer in respect of their Tiavelling Allowance Daily Allowance Bills . 

5. The headquarters of the Committee shall generally be at Chandigarh and its duration shall 
normally be for two years but Government by its cxpress orders may reconstitute the Committee 
carlier .
